Commemorative  Coins 

Considerable  interest  is  being  taken 
in  House  Resolution  Number  2750 
which  is  to  prohibit  the  misuse  of  our 
coinage  laws  by  re-issues  of  certain 
commemorative  coins.  If  such  a bill 
had  been  passed  a few  years  ago  much 
harm  would  have  been  prevented. 
Commemoratives  would  be  in  the 
cabinets  of  collectors  and  dealers, 
where  they  belong,  and  not  in  the 
hands  of  speculators.  In  all  probabili- 
ties the  bill  will  pass  and  the  market 
for  such  coins  will  become  stabilized. 
We  have  followed  our  sales  of  such 
coins  during  the  past  season  and  it 
would  seem  that  most  collectors  prefer 
to  buy  from  auction  sales.  The  bidding 
has  been  somewhat  low  but  neverthe- 
less consistently  active.  Inasmuch  as 
such  sales  form  the  only  real  basis  for 
the  value  of  coins  we  have  adjusted  our 
list,  which  appears  in  this  issue,  to  ap- 
proach the  auction  prices,  and  collec- 
tors will  notice  very  substantial  reduc- 
tions from  our  previous  quotations. 


Jefferson  Nickels 

There  is  a current  rumor  that  $50.  is 
being  offered  for  1939  Jefferson 
Nickels.  And  what  is  more  the  rumor 
is  probably  correct  for  1939  nickels 
would  be  worth  exactly  $96.95.  For 


some  curious  reason  or  other  nearly 
every  new  type  of  coin  that  is  intro- 
duced into  circulation  becomes  the  sub- 
ject of  much  misunderstanding.  The 
man  on  the  street  has  the  idea  that  the 
Jefferson  Nickel  lacks  a flag  on  the  re- 
verse, that  it  is  being  withdrawn,  that 
it  is  worth  a large  premium  et  cetera. 
His  ideas  are  strengthened  by  the  small 
number  of  Jefferson  Nickels  that  he 
finds  in  circulation.  Despite  all  these 
rumors  the  design  of  the  new  nickel  is 
quite  satisfactory.  Enormous  quanti- 
ties are  being  coined  and  each  one  of 
them  is  worth  exactly  5 cents.

The  Mohammedan  and  Near-Eastern  Coins  in  the 
Cabinet  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society 

By  SYDNEY  P.  NOE 


O INCE  the  Mohammedan  is  one  of  the 
strongest  sections  of  the  cabinet  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Society  there 
will  probably  be  some  interested  in 
learning  how  this  came  about.  It  may 
be  doubted  that  even  a bare  half  dozen 
collectors  are  interested  in  Cufic  coins 
and  some  readers  might  be  at  a dis- 
advantage in  having  to  distinguish  a 
dinar  from  a dirhem.  Perhaps  a very 
brief  explanation  will  be  forgiven  in  an 
attempt  to  answer  the  second  of  these 
queries  before  proceeding  to  recount 
the  development  of  this  portion  of  the 
Society's  Cabinet. 

The  appearance  of  Mohammedan 
coins  is  familiar  to  most  and  so  is  the 
circumstance  that  they  seldom  repre- 
sent either  human  or  other  animate 
forms.  The  inscriptions  in  Arabic  oc- 
cupy both  sides  as  a rule  and  most  of 
us  are  unaware  that  the  die  engraver 
frequently  shows  excellent  taste  in  his 
treatment  of  this  beautiful  script.  The 
difficulties  of  acquiring  a knowledge  of 
Arabic  are  manifold,  but  the  language 
difficulties  are  lessened  for  numismatists 
by  the  knowledge  that  the  inscriptions 
are  largely  given  over  to  formulas  de- 
rived from  the  Koran.  It  is  the  scant 
remainder  which  provides  the  claim  of 
these  coins  to  our  attention.  The  im- 
portance of  this  residue  has  been  very 
succinctly  expressed  by  one  of  the 
greatest  of  Orienfal  numismatists, 
Stanley  Lane  Poole,  who  says:  "The 
coins  of  the  Muslim  East  do  not  so 
much  recall  history  as  make  it.  The 
student  is  constantly  meeting  with  a 
perfectly  unknown  king  or  even  a 
dynasty  which  fills  up  a gap  in  the  an- 
nals of  fhe  East.  A Mohammedan  coin 
generally  gives  not  only  the  date  and 
place  of  issue,  and  the  name  of  the 
ruler  who  caused  it  to  be  struck,  but 
frequently  the  names  of  his  father  and 


grandfather,  his  heir-apparent,  his  liege- 
lord,  and  other  valuable  genealogical 
data  and  aids  to  the  due  understand- 
ing of  the  inter-relations  of  different 
dynasties:  while  the  religious  formulae 
employed  will  enable  us  to  tell  the  sect 
to  which  the  ruler  who  issued  the  coin 
belonged.  . . 

Let  us  apply  this  to  the  knowledge 
we  have  of  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
Moslem  power  spread.  As  the  Moham- 
medans swept  into  Persia,  the  com- 
mander of  these  hordes  struck  coins  in 
each  of  the  cities  he  captured.  As  we 
have  seen,  these  coins  bear  that  chief- 
tain's name,  the  date  and  the  name  of 
the  place  in  which  the  piece  was  struck. 
If  we  had  no  other  record,  the  earliest 
issue  for  any  given  city  would  have  sup- 
plied the  year  in  which  that  place  fell 
into  Mohammedan  hands  and  any  am- 
biguity on  the  part  of  the  historians  or 
any  failure  to  record  the  city's  capture 
would  be  supplied  by  the  coins. 

Another  circumstance  which  gives  in- 
creased importance  to  the  issues  of  the 
Moslems  was  the  fact  that  their  dinars 
and  dirhems  were  generally  of  a high 
standard  of  purity,  whereas  the  issues 
of  many  of  their  Christian  neighbors 
v/ere  frequently  debased.  We  find 
some  of  the  gold  being  imitated  as  far 
from  their  field  of  influence  as  Saxon 
Britain,  where  King  Off  a struck  a me- 
morable piece  with  imitations  of  the 
Arabic  script.  The  gold  dinars  are 
found  in  Sweden  and  hoards  unearthed 
in  the  valleys  of  certain  of  the  Russian 
Rivers  show  that  they  mark  trade 
routes  during  the  Middle  Ages.  The 
absence  of  type  therefore  finds  com- 
pensation in  other  ways  and  these  en- 
title Cufic  coins  to  our  attention. 

But  how  does  our  Museum  come  to 
have  such  a strong  collection  of  these 
coins  when  it  is  so  weak  in  other  fields 
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nearer  home?  The  year  1917  was  an 
important  one  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  It  was  during  that  year  that 
President  Newell  and  Mr.  Reilly 
brought  the  greater  part  of  their  cabi- 
nets to  our  building.  A collection  of 
over  5,000  Mohammedan  coins  which 
he  had  brought  together  over  a period 
of  years  was  presented  by  Mr.  Newell. 
With  a view  to  increasing  further  the 
effectiveness  of  our  material,  he  ac- 
quired the  collection  which  had  been 
formed  by  Mr.  Wood,  more  than  6,000 
pieces  in  number,  and  these  too  were 
presented.  Although  there  were  some 
dinars  in  each  of  these  collections  the 
silver  pieces  preponderated. 

Thus  the  beginnings  of  the  Moham- 
medan section  were  auspicious,  not  to 
say  impressive,  for  these  eleven  thou- 
sand coins  had  been  selected  by  two 
keen  judges  of  what  constituted  de- 
sirability within  the  series.  Indepen- 
dently, both  had  early  discovered  that 
dealers  in  Persian  rugs  were  likely  to 
obtain  these  coins  from  Syrian  sailors. 
Since  they  had  no  competitors,  prices 
were  ridiculously  low,  and  by  acquiring 
anything  they  did  not  already  have, 
their  holdings  steadily  grew  into  some- 
thing more  than  a representative  show- 
ing. Lacunae  were  filled  by  culling 
European  catalogues  and  by  watching 
auction  sales  here.  In  Mr.  Newell's 
case,  there  were  the  added  opportuni- 
ties of  travel,  especially  in  the  small 
shops  of  Cairo  where  his  knowledge  of 
the  language  gained  him  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  dealers.  Strangely  enough, 
there  was  but  slight  duplication  when 
the  two  collections  were  merged. 

In  1917  the  Durkee  Collection  was 
received — 5700  Oriental  coins,  includ- 
ing nearly  1500  Siamese  porcelain 
tokens.  It  also  included  as  an  impos- 
ing element,  the  cabinet  formed  by 
Ratan  Narain,  a pandit  of  Delhi,  the 
greater  part  of  whose  collection  had 
been  brought  together  prior  to  1890. 
There  were  nine  zodiacal  mohurs, 
together  with  over  one  hundred  disi- 
derata  in  the  precious  metal — many 
were  of  exceptional  rarity.  There  were 


more  than  nine  hundred  silver  and 
bronze  pieces.  Again,  we  had  the  as- 
semblage of  an  expert. 

In  1920,  the  A.  F.  R.  Hoernie  Collec- 
tion was  presented  to  Mr.  Newell.  It 
had  been  formed  by  a distinguished 
English  Orientalist  who  was  for  many 
years  the  Indian  Governments  Examiner 
of  treasure  trove,  a post  which  gave 
him  many  opportunities  for  obtaining 
rare  pieces.  As  an  internationally 
known  philologist,  Dr.  Hoernie's  ser- 
vices had  proved  of  the  greatest  value 
in  recording  the  material  brought  back 
from  Tun  Huang  in  Chinese  Turkestan 
by  Sir  Aurel  Stein.  His  collection  re- 
flects his  interest  in  central  Asian  his- 
tory. There  were  1726  pieces  in  the 
collection;  Kashmir,  Nepal,  Turkestan 
and  Afghanistan  are  represented  in 
strength,  and  there  were  other  rarities 
ranging  over  the  greater  part  of  India. 

In  1921  the  W.  H.  Valentine  cabinet 
was  acquired,  again  through  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Newell.  This  consisted  entirely  of 
copper  coins,  totaling  over  eight  thou- 
sand. Gathered  over  a period  of  years  by 
the  well-known  contributor  to  the  litera 
ture  of  these  issues,  it  had  been  used  by 
him  in  the  illustration  of  his  books.  Since 
two  of  these  books  were  devoted  to  the 
output  of  the  Indian  States,  this  sec- 
tion was  especially  strong.  The  value  of 
the  collection  was  enhanced  in  that  the 
coins  had  already  received  attribution 
by  an  authority;  had  this  not  been  the 
case,  their  classification  would  have  im- 
posed an  almost  prohibitive  burden. 
Mr.  Wood  has  noted  that  less  than 
thirty  per  cent  of  duplication  was  in- 
volved. 

By  this  time  our  Mohammedan  Sec- 
tion had  reached  a condition  which 
made  wholesale  acquisitions  no  longer 
desirable.  One  gift  which  came  to  us 
should  be  noted — a collection  of  more 
than  four  thousand  Indian  coins,  chiefly 
of  copper.  From  another  of  our  mem- 
bers, Dr.  James  B.  Nies,  we  received  as 
a bequest  the  collection  made  by  him, 
chiefly  of  Oriental  coins,  but  strong  in 
Arabic  glass  weights.  In  1928,  advan- 
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tage  was  taken  of  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  by  purchase  from  the  collection 
formed  by  Longworth  Dames,  pieces 
not  already  represented  in  our  trays. 
This  contributor  to  the  Numismatic 
Chronicle  had  directed  his  studies  to 
the  coinages  of  the  Afghans,  especially 
the  Durranis,  and  this  geographical 
area  had  its  representation  strength- 
end  by  what  we  acquired. 

In  a similar  way  the  coinages  for 
Persia  were  rounded  out  by  selections 
from  a very  large  and  important  collec- 
tion formed  by  Gen.  Starosselsky,  a 
Russian  officer  stationed  for  many 
years  in  Persia.  His  acquisitions  cov- 
ered almost  every  phase  of  Persian 
numismatic  history,  and  from  this  rich 
accumulation  we  selected  what  we  did 
not  have.  As  a result,  the  Persian  trays 
surpass  those  for  India,  and  rival  col- 
lections in  Europe. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the 
Arabic  Glass  Weights  bequeathed  by 
Dr.  Nies.  These,  added  to  1077  pre- 
sented in  I 9 I 9 by  Mr.  Newell,  together 
with  a few  others  acquired  elsewhere, 
afford  a showing  for  this  attractive 
series  such  as  is  not  surpassed  in  more 
than  two  or  three  public  collections. 
Their  value  is  the  greater  in  that  so 
little  regarding  them  has  as  yet  been 
published.  Study  in  this  direction  has 
already  been  undertaken  by  Dr.  Miles. 

The  Society's  interest  in  hoards  has 
extended  to  the  Mohammedan  field, 
and  two  of  more  than  usual  importance 
have  been  published.  It  may  be  ques- 
tioned that  Mr.  Wood  ever  put  forth 
a more  brilliant  piece  of  work  than  that 
devoted  to  the  study  of  the  Gampola 
Hoard,  composed  chiefly  of  la ri ns.  Un- 
earthed in  Ceylon,  this  treasure  had 
been  acquired  by  an  American  physi- 
cian and  traveler,  Dr.  Casey  A.  Wood. 
It  was  presented  to  our  museum  on  con- 
dition that  it  be  given  proper  publica- 
tion, after  a similar  offer  has  been 
made  to  at  least  one  European  insti- 
tution without  results.  Mr.  Wood's 
demonstration  of  the  methods  of 


striking  these  strange  "fish-hook"  coins 
is  as  interesting  as  it  is  instructive. 

The  second  hoard,  found  in  Southern 
Arabia  sometime  before  1936,  was  ac- 
quired by  Mr.  Wood  for  the  Society 
when  he  realized  its  significance.  Some 
months  before  his  death,  he  turned  it 
over  to  Dr.  Miles  for  publication,  the 
latter's  description  has  appeared  in  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1939.  It 
provides  a fascinating  demonstration 
of  the  detailed  information  to  be 
drawn  from  the  coins  of  the  rulers  of 
this  remote  section  of  Arabia  in  the 
twelfth  century,  and  the  reconstruction 
of  the  dynastic  succession  is  equally  im- 
pressive. 

To  select  outstanding  items  in  a 
cabinet  of  such  size  and  distinction  is 
no  easy  task.  Preference  has  been 
given  to  pieces  having  decorative 
qualities,  but  even  within  this  limitation 
there  is  such  a wealth  of  choice  that 
the  problem  is  still  far  from  simple. 
There  are  nine  of  the  large  Persian 
pieces  such  as  the  one  which  appears 
on  our  plate  to  say  nothing  of  an  im- 
pressive fifty-abbasi  issue  which  is  much 
larger.  The  ramatankas,  because  they 
are  cup-shaped,  do  not  lend  themselves 
to  photographing.  The  color  of  the 
glass  weights  prohibits  illustrating  them. 
The  larins  are  sufficiently  familiar  to  be 
eliminated.  What  has  been  selected 
however,  should  serve  to  awaken  in- 
terest in  a coinage  so  extraordinarily 
represented  in  our  Museum.

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Bill  For  New  Franklin  Dime  Introduced  in  Congress 


A move  to  mint  a new  United  States 
dime,  decorated  with  a portrait  ot 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Patriot  and  "The 
Father  of  Thrift  in  America,"  gathered 
impetus  today. 

Led  by  the  National  Society  of 
the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
and  International  Benjamin  Franklin 
Society,  officials  of  patriotic  and  other 
organizations  throughout  the  country 
endorsed  such  a bill  introduced  in  the 
FHouse  of  Representatives  by  Congress- 
man FHamilton  Fish.  Authorization  is 
urged  of  a new  ten-cent  piece  "to  in- 
clude the  likeness  of  that  immortal 
American,  Benjamin  Franklin,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  great  service  he 
rendered  to  this  Nation  and  to  man- 
kind." 

Congressman  Fish's  resolution  reads: 

"To  change  the  design  of  United 
States  10-cent  pieces  to  include  an 
engraving  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 
Whereas  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  have 
seen  fit  in  the  past  to  honor  great 
Americans  by  engraving  a likeness  of 
these  immortals  on  gold,  silver,  and 
copper  coins,  as  well  as  currency;  and 
Whereas  it  would  seem  just  and 
proper  that  recognition  of  this  kind 
be  accorded  that  great  American 
who  is  known  as  the  'Father  of 
Thrift'  and  from  whose  untiring 
efforts  many  of  the  pleasures  and 
liberties  which  we  enjoy  today  are 
due  as  a result  of  his  untiring  devo- 
tion to  public  service  as  a statesman, 
inventor,  educator,  and  philosopher; 
and 

Whereas  changes  have  recently  been 
made  and  it  is  understood  are  con- 
templated in  the  design  of  different 
coins:  Therefore  be  it 
Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  FHouse  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 


I hat  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
change  the  design  of  the  10-cent 
piece  to  include  the  likeness  of  that 
immortal  American,  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, in  commemoration  of  the  great 
service  he  rendered  to  this  Nation 
and  to  mankind." 

In  New  York  today  Messmore  Ken- 
dall, president-general  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution,  praised  the 
idea  for  the  new  Franklin  dime  as  "most 
appropriate  and  in  keeping  with  the  in- 
spiration which  Benjamin  Franklin's 
career  offers  to  every  American  striv- 
ing to  achieve  success  in  life." 

William  Guggenheim,  honorary  presi- 
dent of  the  International  Benjamin 
Franklin  Society,  says:  "Franklin  is  our 
greatest  American.  Now  more  than 
ever  we  should  follow  Franklin's  sage 
teachings.  FHis  face  would  grace  the 
dime." 

A resolution  written  by  an  Alexander 
FHamilton  descendant,  Laurens  M. 
FHamilton,  president  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  and  unanimously  adopted 
last  month  by  the  S.A.R.  congress  in 
New  London,  Connecticut,  was  used  by 
Congressman  Fish  in  wording  his  bill 
before  the  FHouse. 

The  bill  has  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and 
Measures.  The  present  dime,  which 
has  been  criticized  as  being  decorated 
with  the  fasces,  a Roman  emblem  uni- 
versally recognized  as  the  symbol  of 
the  Fascist  party,  was  adopted  twenty- 
three  years  ago,  in  1916.  The  United 
States  law  reads  that  coins  can  be 
changed  only  by  Act  of  Congress 
within  twenty-five  years  after  their 
adoption,  and  at  the  personal  discre- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
after  that  time.

Carter  Glass,  whose  portrait  is  shown 
on  this  coin  was  born  at  Lynchburg, 
Virginia,  on  January  4th,  1858.  He 
was  educated  in  public  and  private 
schools  at  Lynchburg,  at  Lafayette  Col- 
lege, the  University  of  North  Carolina 
and  at  Washington  and  Lee  University. 
After  his  schooling  he  decided  to  learn 
the  printing  trade  and  spent  eight  years 
in  the  production  department  of  a 
newspaper.  He  then  secured  the  pro- 
prietorship of  two  Lynchburg  news- 
papers, the  Daily  News  and  the  Daily 
Advance.  Because  of  his  thorouqh 
training  he  became  a most  successful 
publisher  and  was  soon  able  to  devote 
much  of  his  time  to  politics  in  which 


he  had  always  been  interested.  He 
served  as  a member  of  the  state  senate 
from  1899  to  1903,  and  as  a member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  from  1902 
to  1919.  As  chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  on  banking  and  currency 
he  pushed  through  his  Owen-Glass  Bill 
of  1912  which  provided  for  the  insti- 
tution of  the  Federal  Reserve  System. 
He  resigned  from  Congress  in  I 9 I 8 to 
become  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
under  Woodrow  Wilson.  This  position 
he  resigned  in  1920  to  go  to  the  Senate 
by  appointment  from  the  governor  of 
Virginia.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  that  year  and  re-elected  in 
1926.  His  service  in  the  upper  house 
was  made  notable  by  his  grasp  of  finan- 
cial problems.  In  1932  he  sponsored 
the  Glass-Steagall  Bill,  which  had  the 
support  of  the  Hoover  administration, 
in  an  effort  to  relieve  the  financial  de- 
pression through  a modification  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Act 
governing  the  rediscounting  of  com- 
mercial paper  and  the  issuing  of  Fed- 
eral Reserve  notes.  His  political  ac- 
tivities from  that  date  are  well  known 
to  all. 

Like  a number  of  other  coins  in  this 
commemorative  series,  this  issue  serves 
to  honor  an  outstanding  citizen  as  well 
as  to  commemorate  the  anniversary  of 
a city.  Lynchburg,  a city  in  south 
central  Virginia,  is  situated  on  the 
James  River  about  125  miles  southwest 
of  Richmond.  It  was  named  in  honor 
of  the  colonist  John  Lynch,  who  in- 
herited a large  tract  of  land  there  in 
1757.  In  1786  it  was  established  as  a 
village  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  and  in 
1805  it  was  incorporated  as  a town. 
It  became  a city  in  1852  and  while  its 
growth  has  never  been  otherwise  than 
slow,  it  remains  as  one  of  the  ideal 
cities  of  the  South.  Its  present  popula- 
tion is  about  40,000  of  which  about 
one-third  are  negroes.

Elgin  is  located  on  the  Fox  River 
about  30  miles  northwest  of  Chicago. 
It  is  the  center  of  a fine  dairying  region 
and  an  important  market  for  butter. 
Among  Elgin's  manufactures  are 
watches  and  watch-cases,  butter  tubs 
and  dairy  supplies,  canned  vegetables, 
shirts,  foundry  and  machine-shop  prod- 
ucts, pipe  organs,  etc.  The  world 
famous  Elgin  Nafional  Watch  Factory 
and  Border  Milk  Condensing  Company 
are  located  there  as  is  also  the  pub- 
lishing office  of  the  Dunkers  or  German 


Brethren.  The  city  is  the  seat  of  the 
Northern  Illinois  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, of  the  Elgin  Academy,  the  St. 
Mary's  Academy  and  other  educational 
institutions.  It  has  six  public  parks,  the 
largest  being  Lord's  Park  of  112  acres 
and  Wing  Park  of  121  acres.  The 
splendid  transportation  facilities  afford- 
ed this  city  include  the  Chicago  and 
Northwestern,  and  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
and  St.  Paul  Railways.  Interburban  elec- 
tric railways  connect  it  with  Chicago, 
Aurora  and  Belvidere. 

The  first  permanent  settlement  was 
made  there  as  early  as  1835.  In  1842 
a settler  by  the  name  of  James  J. 
Gifford  christened  the  place  Elgin  after 
an  old  Scotch  song  by  that  title.  It 
was  chartered  as  a city  in  1854  and 
was  rechartered  in  1880. 

The  dates  1673-1936  that  are  on  this 
half  dollar  do  not  indicate  any  connec- 
tion with  the  Elgin  Centennial  which 
incidentally  was  held  in  1935.  The  date 
1673  refers  to  the  year  in  which  the 
French  explorers  Joliet  and  Marquette 
entered  the  territory,  part  of  which  is 
now  Illinois.  The  pioneer  motif  of  the 
design  was  copied  from  the  Pioneer 
Memorial  Statue  which  was  also  de- 
signed by  Trygve  Rovelstad.  The  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  the  coins  was 
used  to  finance  the  erection  of  the 
monument.

Albany  was  probably  the  second 
place  to  be  permanently  settled  within 
the  borders  of  the  thirteen  original 
states.  It  seems  likely  that  the  French 
traders  ascended  the  river  as  far  as 
the  site  of  the  present  city  in  the  first 
half  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  ac- 
cording to  some  writers  a temporary 
trading  post  was  established  there 
about  1540.  Albany's  authentic  history 
however,  may  be  dated  from  1614 
when  Dutch  traders  built  on  Castle 


Island,  opposite  the  city,  a post  which 
they  named  Fort  Nassau.  Three  years 
later  the  fort  was  removed  to  the  main- 
land, and  in  1618  the  Dutch  made  their 
first  treaty  with  the  Iroguois.  In  1624 
eighteen  families  of  Dutch  Walloons 
arrived  and  settled  permanently  there. 

Ihe  town  prospered  and  for  150 
years  was  one  of  the  most  important 
places  in  the  colonies.  In  1644,  with 
the  transfer  of  New  Netherlands  to 
English  control,  the  name  "Beverwyck" 
was  changed  to  Albany.  In  1673  the 
town  was  again  for  a short  time  under 
Dutch  control.  On  July  22nd,  1686, 
the  Colonial  Governor  Sir  Thomas  Don- 
gan signed  the  charter,  granting  Albany 
the  rights  of  a city,  and  delivered  it 
into  the  hands  of  Peter  Schuyler, 
Albany's  first  mayor  and  Robert  Liv- 
ingston, the  secretary,  who  had  visited 
New  York  to  obtain  it. 

In  1689  the  first  inter-colonial  con- 
vention in  America  was  held  in  Albany, 
with  delegates  attending  from  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  Plymouth,  Connecticut 
and  New  York  to  discuss  treaties  with 
representatives  of  the  Five  Nations 
and  to  plan  a system  of  colonial 
defence.  During  the  18th  century 
there  was  a great  influx  of  English  col- 
onists and  in  1714  the  first  English 
church  was  erected. 

In  preparing  the  design  for  this  his- 
torical issue  the  artist  has  used  every 
effort  to  keep  it  historically  accurate. 
The  original  charter,  now  in  the  ar- 
chives of  the  New  York  State  Library, 
was  carefully  measured  so  as  to  be  in 
the  correct  proportion,  original  paint- 
ings of  Schuyler  and  Livingston  were 
studied  and  museums  and  historical 
societies  supplied  the  necessary  in- 
formation as  to  the  costumes  of  that 
period.  For  the  obverse  the  artist 
used  as  a model  a live  beaver,  which 
undoubtedly  helped  to  make  the  design 
more  realistic.

Number 
coined  at  San  Francisco  mint,  100,-

In  choosing  the  obverse  design  for 
this  half  dollar  the  artist  used  the  same 
idea  as  is  on  the  reverse  of  the  issue  in 
1925  for  the  California  Diamond 
Jubilee.  While  the  choice  was  or 
secondary  importance  compared  to  the 
bridge  design,  it  aroused  considerable 
criticism  at  the  time  of  issue.  The 
grizzly  bear  is  the  emblem  of  the  state 
of  California,  but  in  this  instance  the 


artist  used  as  his  model  a bear  known 
as  Monarch  II  that  had  spent  the 
twenty-six  years  of  its  life  in  a cage  as 
a public  exhibit  at  the  Golden  Gate 
Park.  It  is  customary  for  all  United 
States  coins  to  depict  Liberty  in  some 
form  or  another  so  perhaps  the  critics 
were  justified  in  their  wrathful  out- 
bursts. The  bridge,  the  opening  of 
which  the  coin  commemorates,  is  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  in  the  world. 
Construction  of  it  began  July  9th,  1933 
and  it  was  opened  in  November  1936. 
It  is  eight  and  one-half  miles  long  of 
which  four  and  one-half  miles  is  over 
navigable  water.  The  West  Bay  part 
from  San  Francisco  to  Yerba  Buena 
Island,  10,450  feet  in  length,  has  two 
suspension  spans  of  2,310  feet  each, 
and  the  East  Bay  part  has  a cantilever 
span  1,400  feet  long,  the  heaviest  and 
third  largest  in  the  world.  The  two 
are  connected  by  a double  deck  tun- 
nel through  Buena  Island  which  is  540 
feet  long,  76  feet  wide,  and  58  feet 
high.  The  bridge  cost  $77,200,000  and 
was  financed  jointly  by  the  State  and 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation, 
which  bought  $62,000,000  of  the  bonds. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  tolls  collected 
will  liquidate  the  cost  in  I 8 or  20  years. 

This  bridge  has  been  confused  with 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  which  is 
across  the  famous  entrance  from  the 
Pacific  Ocean  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bay.  The  construction  of  both  bridges 
began  in  the  same  year  and  it  was  ex- 
pected that  they  would  be  completed 
at  the  same  time.  Due  to  an  error 
two  bills  were  introduced  in  Congress 
at  about  the  same  time.  One  to  com- 
memorate the  completion  of  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  and  the 
other  to  commemorate  the  completion 
of  both  the  bridges.  The  latter  bill 
failed  to  pass.
